SAVING GIRDLED TREES. 


Brid g e G raftin g a Remed y Fo r Inju ries 
Cau sed b y Rab b its. 
The inju ry done by rabbits 
to fruit 
trees in many orchards 
is discussed b y 
J . G. Moore of the University 
of Wis­ 
consin 
in 
the 
Cou ntry 
Gentleman. 
W hen the girdle 
is only three 
or four 
inches wide the tree may be 
sav ed by 
bridge grafting. 
Trees 
with 
larg e 
patches 
of 
bark 
removed 
entirely 
arou nd the tru nk cannot be successful­ 
ly treated, thou gh those not 
too badly 
Inju red may be saved by special treat­ 
ment. 
Bridge grafting shou ld be 
done in 
early spring, scions from healthy 
trees 
being selected. 
The torn edges 
of the 
wou nd shou ld be cu t off smooth and all 
badly loosened bark removed. 
The 
scion shou ld be cu t half or three-quar­ 
ters of an inch longer than 
the wound 
and the ends of the scion pointed. 
The scion may then be inserted 
un­ 
der the edge of the bark , eare 
being 
tak en to have the cu t on the 
scion 
made rather slanting, to give 
consid­ 
erable space for it to u nite with the 
bark of the tree. 
Several of 
these 
scions shou ld be pu t in arou nd the 
tree at intervals of not more 
than one 
and one-half inches. 
On small 
trees, 
three or fou r scions will be 
sufficient. 
It is a good practice to paint 
ov er the 
wou nd areas with white lead, and they

METHOD OF BRIDGE GRAFTING. 
[From the Country Gentleman.] 
may fu rther be protected by 
binding 
with cloth. 
Care shou ld be 
taken, 
however, to see that the 
twine that 
holds the cloth is not so tight 
as to g ir­ 
dle the newly set scions. 
After the 
scions have become firmly 
established 
the cloth may be removed. 
The scions will continu e to 
increase 
in size, and as they approach each 
oth­ 
er the u nion of one scion to the 
other 
may be accomplished by shaving 
the 
sides of the scions. 
In time the 
whole 
girdled area may be entirely 
healed 
over In this way. 
In some cases bridge grafting 
will 
not be necessary. 
If the inner 
bark 
has not been removed by tbe 
rabblta 
the tree may be Raved by 
Immediately 
protecting the girdled area before 
it has 
had time to dry ou t by wrapping 
with 
cloth which has beeu treated 
with 
grafting wax. 
The inner bark 
will 
then form an ou ter bark withou t seri­ 
ou s inju ry. 
Where it can be u sed this 
method is better than bridge grafting. 
Trees on w hich the bark has been 
re­ 
moved along the sides and not 
entire­ 
ly arou nd the tru nk will be benefited 
by painting the wou nd. 
Before 
this 
is done, however, the rou gh edges 
o f 
the bark shou ld be removed so as 
ta 
facilitate healing.
